RECORD STATE 
BUDGET IS GIVEN 
TO LEGISLATURE 

Five Revenue Steps 
Listed By Governor 
In New Tax Plan 


FRANKFORT, Ky., Jan. 12- 
Gov. Lawrence Wetherby laid a 
record-high *425,812,954 biennial 
I state budget before the General 
Assembly today and recommend¬ 
ed five tax steps to help finance 

His program provides a pay-as- 
you-go income tax system, plus 
higher taxes on cigarettes, beer, 
wine -nd pari-mutuel betting to 
return an additional $22,600,000 
the next two fiscal years. 

All changes would become ef¬ 
fective on July 1, start of the new 
budget period, with all the extra 
money going to tne general oper¬ 
ating fund. It would total *175,- 
600,000 for the two years, a record 
high, as compared with the pres¬ 
ent record outlay of *153,196,686. 

These five measures, taken as a 
group, “will cause the least over¬ 
all harm to. our economy and to 
our citizens in general," the Gov¬ 
ernor told a Joint legislative ses¬ 
sion. 

Wants Withholding Law 

As for the withholding tax plan, 

| he said it would require “every¬ 
one to pay uniformly ... be more 
convenient for the average tax¬ 
payer . . . and cut down tax de¬ 
linquency.” Wetherby estimated 
it would bring in 13 million dol¬ 
lars—seven million of which is to 
be collected the first year. 

Other additional revenue would 
come from increased levies on 
beer, wine, pari-mutuel betting 
and cigarettes, to be taxed at a 
straight three cents per pack of 
20 . Under the program, Keene- 
land race track would lose its 
exemption from pari-mutuel taxes 
as a non-profit making organiza¬ 
tion. 

Shortly after the Governor con¬ 
cluded his talk, administration 
| leaders introduced bills in the 
I House to carry out his revenue 
raising proposals. 

Urges New Laws 

. Wetherby in his State of the 
r Commonwealth address, urged the 
' adoption of strip mining regula- 
e tions, revision of mental health 

l laws, an effective rabies control 
law, modernization of the Jury 
system and probate and parole, 
and a new method for distribut- 
i ing the school equalization fund. 

1 This fund is designed to aid 
poorer school districts, but the 
Governor asked that the law be 
rewritten this session in accor¬ 
dance with sound school financ¬ 
ing. He said, too, the equalization 
( fund should be increased three 
million dollars to make it eight 
million dollars for each of the 
next two fiscal years. 

He declared this hike in the 
common school fund would bring 
it to $69,571,000 or “over twenty 
million above the appropriation 
made by the 1950 session.” 

Retains Per Capita Plan 

At the same time, Wetherby 
called for retention of the “per 
capita" distribution system for 
the remaining $53,571,000 in the 
fund, an action he had promised 
to take before Kentuckians voted 
Nov. 3 to remove constitutional 
restrictions on handling such 
money. It is now up to the legis¬ 
lature to determine how all the 
school fund should be handed out. 

Previously, at least 75 percent 
had to or spent on the per capita 
method, based on the number of 
school-age children counted in 
school districts. 

The other major appropriation 
I increase the Governor sought was 
$230,000 which would go annually 
to the Library Department for the 
; Bookmobile project to puv travel- 
| ing libraries in rural areas. 

His budget further set aside 
! $115,017,900 for highways, *17,-

Thursday night. Jailer Luther 
Adkins brought hint out Chrsit- 
tnas morning. He pleaded guilty 
and was lined $25.50. He said 
he had no money and was re¬ 
turned to jail. Saturday morning 
his sister came and paid the fine. 
Another young man was arrested 
at the ball game Thursday night 
and placed in jail. Two of his 
friends came to the police judge 
and tried to get him out. Judge 
Helton told them he did not be¬ 
lieve it best to let him out while 
he was drunk. They made some 
argument about it but were made 
to understand that the decision 
had been made. They were told 
he could get out at 8:00 o’clock 
the next morning. They returned 
the next morning and Jailer Ad¬ 
kins brought him out. He plead¬ 
ed guilty and was fined $25.50 
which he paid from his money of 
$50 which the jailer gave back 
to him. I walked out on the 
street and talked to the boys and 
found out who they were and 
where they were from and can 
say they were of good families. 
The boy made the mistake of 
getting liquor. 

Saturday morning one man was 
arrested and fined including cost 


of $25.50 for opeating a car with¬ 
out a driver’s license. Fines for 
this violation can be from $2 to 
$500. The fine was replevied. 

Saturday afternoon a car with 
Menifee license ran into the rear 
of a truck at Tredway’s Store. 
Investigation was made by the 
police and settlement made be¬ 
tween the two men. No one was 
injured. 

I enjoyed learning first hand 
what goes on and what is done 
as I hung around most of the 
four or five holidays. There are 
many things that a lay citizen 
does not realize about what hap¬ 
pens and law and order aid the 
protection to society, which I 
think is worthwhile to know ana 
to know that it ii. important. 

I learned that our police patrol 
all parts of the town during the 
night to protect the citizens and 
business. That perhaps at least 
from two to five thousand people 
are in and travel tnrough West 
Liberty each day. This brings 
about many problems for the po¬ 
lice and the court. More than 
200 cases were tried and convic¬ 
tions made in police court during 
1053 and fines paid. 

I learned that the police and 
sheriff were on the job and 
watching when trouble might 


start or violations occur and that 
their idea is to stop ik or get a 
drunk man before something 
worse happens. I talked to doz¬ 
ens of good citizens during the 
time about law and order in the 
town and county. Sheriff Adams 
said it was the nicest, quietest 
and most orderly Christmas he 
has seen. In the town and county 
there were nine arrests by police 
and five arrests by the sheriff 
for drunkenness during the five 
days. No fights, no one hurt or 
injured in a wreck. 

The people should be proud 
of this record and keep it or make 
it better the coming year. This 
sort of a record makes the county 
a line place lO live. II will 
business and property fccit*' rrd 
will give joy and happiness to 
everyone.

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A DISSERVICE TO 3 COUNTIES 

Discontinuance of an east and west-bound 
bus on the Lexington-West Liberty-l’aintsville 
run this week already is working hardships on 
citizens in this section. 

The division serves three counties—Menifee, 
Morgan and Magoffin—that do not have railway 
passenger service. Thus, the discontinuance of 
one of three round trip runs on the division is 
particularly hurtful in these three counties. 

Permit to discontinue the two runs was 
granted by the Kentucky Department of Motor 
Transportation after a public hearing we are told 
took place sometime after January 10. 

However, no notices of the public hearing 
were published in this area and very few persons 
knew the bus company planned the action. \\"hen 
letters and petitions of protest were sent from 
here, the petitioners were told they were too 
late—thi? the hearing already had been held and 
the permit granted. 

This is not the democratic way to hold 
PUBLIC HEARINGS, and points clearly to the 
need to require publication of notices on all 
hearings called to determine policies that affect 
the general public. 

To rectify the matter, the State Department 
of Motor Transportation can call a second hear¬ 
ing, publish notices of such a hearing and let the 
public be represented. 


“NEW” FARM PROGRAM 
(Lexington Herald) 

The “new” farm program, awaited with keen 
anxiety and interest throughout the nation, has 
been presented to Congress, and is nothing more 
than the Hope-Aiken bill which was adopted in 
the Republican 80th Congress and then, because 
of the deflationary effect which the threat of it 
already had exercised upon farm prices, was re¬ 
pealed by the 81st Congress before it ever had a 
chance to operate. 

There is one redeeming feature about the 
so-called “new” farm program announced in a 
special message to Congress by President Eisen¬ 
hower. and that is that it exempts tobacco from 
its provisions and sets it apart as a separate 
commodity. This is good and is fair because the 
tobacco program has worked effectively and ts 
not causing the same problem resulting from 

e»»*r»r*c 

There really was no reason to expect that 
anything else but the resurrection of the old 
Hope-Aiken bill would be recommended. It will 
be recalled that in the 81st Congress and again 
in the 82nd Congress there were three proposals. 
One was the Brannan Plan, which was socialistic, 
inflationary and impractical. At the other ex¬ 
treme was the Hope-Aiken bill authored by 
Clifford Hope, of Kansas. Republican, chairman 
now of the Committee on Agriculture of the 
House of Representatives, and Sen. George Aiken, 
Republican, of Vermont, now chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Agriculture. Joining them 
is Secretary of Agriculture Ezra Taft Benson, of 
Utah, who in every utterance has urged the flex¬ 
ible support prices which the Hope-A ken bill 
provided. 

Congress in 1949 adopted the Gore-Anderson 
bill, which was a middle-of-the-road measure 
between the two. In all these sessions of Con¬ 
gress the majorities have been small and a large 
percentage of the personnel has not changed. It 
is not believed that the opinions of most mem- 
bes or of farmers generally have changed greatly 
either and most likely Mr. Eisenhower’s proposal 
will be revised upward just as the_Truman- 
Brannan proposals were revised downward.

Legislation making “it a crime 
to spread tuberculosis as set forth 
in the bill” was proposed this 
week by the State Health De¬ 
partment. 

Dr. Bruce Underwood, state 
health commissioner, said the 
1954 General Assembly will be 
tn p ss a law whichwould 
require isolating persons with in¬ 
fectious tuberculosis and: 

1. Require medical examina¬ 
tion of persons suspected of hav¬ 
ing infectious Tb. and not being 
treated or isolated. 

2. Have the State Tuberculosis 
Sanatoria Commission provide 
locked sections for persons with 
infectious Tb. who refuse to be 
isolated. 

3. Require confinement in a 
state tuberculosis hospital for one 
to six months for persons violat¬ 
ing the act.
